Especial interest now attaches to the genus Ghjphocyphiis^ 
llaimc, since Prof. P. il. Duncan, F.lv.S.*^, has recently 
made it the type of the Glyphocyphime, a subfamily of the 
Temnopleuridip. 11 cnee, and as it is the earliest of the 4\mi- 
noplcuridie to a])pear, an accurate diagnosis of the genus is 
essential to a correct appreciation of its relation to its allies. 
The Glyphocyphiiia3 are characterized by a large apical 
system with one or more of the radials entering the anal ring, 
a raised eostulate ornamentation, and the absence of pits in
